California state bureaucrats are 
anti-motorcycle. The State Board 
of Control will not authorize the 
use of privately-owned bikes on 
state business or reimbursement 
for mileage to an employee if a 
motorcycle is the chosen mode of 
transportation. “The high risk to 
the employee fully justifies the 
state in discouraging the use of 
privately owned motorcycles on 
state business," a Dept. of General 
Services study claims.

HOW DO YOU SWEEP | 
2300 MILES OF DESERT? 


With Goodyear’ Eagle D/S II. 


Atthe beginning of this year, 
Team Husqvarna manager Rolf 
Tibblin knew he had a big job in 
frontof him ...awhole season of 
off-road racing, including the four 
premier desert races: the Baja 500, 
the Parker 400, the Mint 400, and the 
classic Baja 1000. Rolf chose the 
tire he knew could do the job, the 
Goodyear Eagle D/S II, as the rear 
tire for each of these races.

That self- 
cleaning tread wraps well around 
the shoulder for firm control in turns 
and slides.

VALENCIA, CAL., DEC. 11-12 
It’s been a rotten year for D-37 clubs. Forced to become 
more and more “professionalized” by a social order that 
won't let sponteneity and freedom be, the clubs (and their 


members) have had to hang it out further and further, just 


to stay alive and promote their events. 
The Dirt Diggers MC, always a 
standout club in happier times, seem 
to get singled out in bad times, too. 

Already hit hard by the tragic loss of 
three long-term Diggers — Willie 
Carter, Vic Rudder, Dick Stever 
the club's year was capped off by a 
political jacking-around that cost 
them the traditional site vof the 
Hopetown Grand Prix at the eleventh 
hour. A lesser club would have 
déveloped an epidemic case of the 
"quits" in times like these. 

The. Eighteenth Annual Dirt 
Diggers GP, already postponed once, 
went on as scheduled — at Indian 
Dunes, whose management pitched in 
to help the club rescue the event. With 
about two weeks to lay out a course 
and batten down the area, they 
brought it off — two days, 19 events, 
just about sunup to sundown. solid 
racing. : 

They did it in traditional Digger 
style and enthusiasm, too ladies 
scoring and compiling results in shifts, 
a fresh team for every race, the gassin' 
stripe-shirted course patrols that got in 
about as much riding as the racers 
(1200 entries for two days, by the way; 
given the conditions, the Diggers 
themselves were surprised at the 
support), yeah even the mudhole. 
They'd promised that the infamous 
Hopetown mudhole would be 
transplanted, and it was — sort of.

Still, by the time 19 40-minute races 
had churned through, the Open 
Experts and the hackers had a classic 
struggle on their hands. 
Waterproofing the basic British 
engine must be a lost art (not that a 
bunch of -er, "foreign" machinery 
didn't water out in earlier events). 

Nearly 30 sidehacks turned out for 
their event, one of the standout races 
Sunday, as the Whitney Norton 
chased and passed holeshot leaders 
Stevens/Chamberlain on their 
screaming-banshee Honda rig (who 
eventually dropped out or drowned). 
You gotta believe that hacks on a 
course like this spend 9096 of their 
time in a controlled-crash situation. 
Mindblower of the day, the Whitneys 
doing a giant pancake into the first 
watercrossing off the. Viewfinders' 
jump, WFO! Amazing. Just when you 
thought this was going to be a parade, 
along come Palfreyman/Gardner on 
their Norton/Wasp and steal the lead 
in the last two laps. As driver John said 
later, "In a 40 minute 'moto', you 
don't start racing till 20 minutes are 
gone." 

Little John Hateley lapped all. but 
second place, hand-rassling a 
Triumph to win the Open Expert bash 
(wonderful sounds!). Bryon 
Farnsworth missed making the 
souvenir program but ran off from 
the scanty 350 field on a Kawasaki 
(Yes, Bryon, of “Lobster” fame, is 
back working at the Big K); and a 
clubmate from Fantasy Factory (this is 
an unpaid plug, folks) Steve Coutts got 
third 250 Novice, Division II. Kim 
LaVigne won the Womens' Division on 
a Can-Am; but wah' hoppen to 
Fish, Stenerson & Co.? The 125 classes 
were crowded, close, and often 
undecided right to the flag — 
Saturday's standout races. 

It was a full weekend, stories upon 
stories, and I miss Maureen's dot-dots 
to fill in the blanks. The results 
(unofficial, but quick - thanks, 
Digger ladies) will have to speak for 
themselves. e

more enjoyable in 1977. . . .. 
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originally started with Trans-AMA's and now we are 
— working down to the National level. What we need is 
regional type racing and then local racing so that 
riders can progress upwards instead of starting at the 
top. We don't have the time to develop that because I 
am always on the run. 
We need at least another couple people to help 
carry the load. 
How is motocross doing compared to all other 
forms of motorcycle racing? 
I think the Grand Nationals have expanded in the 
number of races. Our Nationals haven't. expanded, 
but we have expanded in the Supercross series, We 
have added three more stadiums and now there are 
eight Supercross races and possibly nine. 


We have grown! We have grown in total races. |. 


There are 41 or 42 races a year now. 


How is attendance? 

That is hard to say because most promoters won't 
give you an accurate figure. I think generally there has 
been a slight increase. The indoors is where it is all at 
spectator-wise. The Superbowl, Houston, Daytona 
have all grown tremendously. A few of them have 
grown and the rest of them are on the way up at a 
slower rate. 


Are attendance figures part of the problem with 
the cancelling of the double National at 
Hangtown? 

Hangtown had applied for a race on April third, a 
date which they have had for many years. This year 
they applied for it again. Daytona in the meantime 
had moved up its schedule from the fifth to the 12th of 
March. This moved all the Stadium events after it up; 
Houston, Dallas and Pontiac. Pontiac fell on April 
third. Those races were sanctioned first because there 
are more people bidding for the stadiums and you 
have to get in as soon as possible. I told Hangtown that 
we would put them on the 17th. They still had the first 
double National of the year. However, it would be on 

_ the 17th instead of the third. 

It worked out well for the riders too because we 
would be going from Atlanta to Daytona to Houston, 
to Dallas to Pontiac. We'd have a week off for Easter 
(to travel) and then Hangtown. This year you had a 
week to cross the country. 

Hangtown didn't want the 17th. They had some 
personal club reason why they didn't want it. They 
had scheduled some early vacations and there was a 
National enduro the following week and they wouldn't 
be able to attend it. They felt that the third was their 
day and they were not very flexible. There are not very 
many promoters who get the actual date they apply for 
because of the scheduling. If you gave everyone the 
date they ask for we would be criss-crossing the 
country 20 times. 

In this case at Hangtown I went back and ask 
Pontiac if they could change, but a rodeo was booked 
a year ago for that day, plus we would have mixed the 
stadiums in with the National series which requires 
riders to carry more equipment and adjust too rapidly. 
That is really the problem. 

And the solution? 

I don't know if there is one now because when 
Hangtown told me that they didn't want any other 
date I assigned those dates to someone else. The 250's 
will be racing in Nashville and the 125's will probably 
be in Phoenix. Hangtown was the only club that we 
gave a double National to this year. 


What ever happened to the plan to make one 
National Champion based on performance in all 
three classes? 

TThat was presented at the last rules meeting, but it 
didn't pass. I guess it wasn't time. Sometimes you have 
to present these things two or three times before they 
get approved. 


What about the arguments to change the purse 
structure and pay more money farther back? 

My personal feelings are that we have a good purse 
structure and you get what you earn. It gives the young 
guy that has some talent a chance to earn some money. 
This idea of paying everyone start money back 40 
places takes incentive away. If you have start money 
the top five guys are going to get more. If you pay the 
top five guys start money then they will have to come 
in and do PR work for the promoter to earn the 
money. You can't use the 15th or 20th guy because he 
is not that well known. The same guys are going to get 
the money. The independent guy is going to be hurt 


because if you have an $8,000 purse the $2,000 worth ` 


of start money will have to come out of the purse. We 
cannot afford to increase our purses any more. We are 
at a limit for at least a year or more. With the present 
system there is more money available. 


Our present system is better than the European 
system for that reason. We are developing better riders 
faster because over there all the start money goes to the 
big names. 


What was the start money controversy at the 
American Motocross Finals in Anaheim? 
I don't really know how it came about because I wasn't 


„included in the first meeting, and I don't really know 


what they wanted. A few of them got together and got 
a little over-anxious, They were going to ask for start 
money for the top 24 riders. They did it two weeks 
before the race and that is wrong. If you are 
professional and you sign a contract to do something 
you show up. They signed their entry forms and then 
waited until a couple weeks before the race to make 
demands. 

Some of those people think that Mike Goodwin, the 

romoter, is making a million dollars. 

s Mike Goodwin making a million dollars? 
I don't think he is making it on motocross although he 
may be making it somewhere else. I know that last year 
he lost money on Anaheim and this year he lost money 
on Anaheim. But he also paid the biggest purse of the 
year and we paid back 24 places-in the final and 15 
places in thé consolation. So the most money was 
paid for one night and the most people got paid. 


۳ AMA board of Trustee's over- 
turned the staff decision of the 
Professional Motocross Manager, 
Mike DiPrete, to deny a sanction to 
Hangtown. In a compromise the Dirt 


Diggers and the Board of Trustees 
agreed to move the Hangtown 
National to April 10. The Dirt Diggers 
must ratify the compromise, which 
is almost assured. 





Are the riders really professionals? 

There are a few professionals and there are a few 
making an attempt.to be professionals, but the 
majority are not professionals. The majority of them 
are still young enough that they do not understand 
that they are in business. They think they are still 
racing in the cornfields. 

What they must realize is that they are in show 
business, and they are competing with all other forms 
of entertainment. They have to put a good show on. 
And this is where the Stadiums come in. Outside 
motocross has its place, but it is limited. Once you get 
up to 20,000 people outside you are at the limit. The 
stadiums have the potential of drawing thousands 
upon thousands of people if it is a good show. We 
changed the format to put a package together to 
attract TV, spectators and big sponsors. 

They will eventually get to like it because they are 
racing less time and making more money. Which 
brings up the point that you could have riders who 
could ride the stadiums for up to 15 years because you 
don't need the endurance. The longer a rider is 
around the better known he will become. Now we only 
have Weinert, DiStefano and Smith who do any 
publicity work or are even known, but they are young. 
If they stay around ten years they will be household 
words and motocross will be all the more popular for 
it. 

What ever happened to the Camel sponsorship 
that motocross was suppose to get? 

I don't know what is really happening at Camel, but I 
think they are still negotiating for next year. Any 
sponsor is looking for high density areas. Most of our 
races are in out of the way places that are 30 miles 
from nowhere. He is only going to give you money if he 
can get more back out of you. In the stadiums we have 
this kind of pull. The greatest potential for the riders 
to get money is to-use their talents in the stadiums for a 
show and then race outdoors for the sport. Not many 
people in this country can use their talents in this way. 
We have the potential to draw more people than 
football or baseball because we have the best show. 
What do you think of the claiming rule? 

It is just a carry over from little league baseball and 
mini-cycle racing. Dad thinks that his kid is the best 
and that if his kid had what the winner rode he would 
win. But the people who are winning are better riders. 

As of this time the rule won't change, but I think 
claiming is over with. I personally feel that the price 
should be higher. If you have the dollars to go out and 
claim a factory back and can maintain it (Everyone of 
these works bikes must be stripped down every 
week). If they can afford that, then they can afford to 
build a competitive privateer mount. If they really 
wanted to. A non-factory rider could fix up his bike 
with a couple thousand dollars, as some have done and 
compete, and then have someone come along and 
claim it. 

Are the factories helping motocross as much as 
they can? 
A lot of the factories are putting a lot of bucks into 





racing, but I feel that the factories are not helping 


;enough in PR of the sport. If I were to contract a rider 


I would make it mandatory that a rider spent a 


certain number of hours doing PR for me. If they are >= 


going to spend millions of dollars racing they ought to 
spend a couple thousand sending the rider around to 
do PR. If Suzuki has Tony D or Kawasaki has Weinert 
in there doing PR through their dealers they will get 
all that money back through advertising. I dont feel 
that they put enough effort into public relations for 
the sport. j 

If the PR department ran racing departments it 
would probably be altogether different. Kawasaki did 
a hell of a job with the last two Trans-AMAs. The 
investment is certainly worth it, because they help 
promoted both the race and their product. If more 
factories picked up sponsorships of races that would 
help, because the factories have better PR 
departments than most promoters. Honda used its 
dealer network to sell tickets to the Superbowl and 
everybody got increased traffic through the showrooms 
and turnstiles. 


What is the story with the Wolsink and Geboers 
controversies during the Trans-AMA? 

In Wolsink's case it wasn't a major infraction, it was 
circumstance. Staten had gone through and busted ' 
the fence up and Wolsink came through and missed a 
corner. He was coming hard and went way wide. He 
claims that he couldn't see it, but I was there at the 
time and he missed the corner, but that is racing. 
(Editor's note; Wolsink was penalized and lost his 
second place overall.) 

And Geboers was accused of using an illegal axle 
and then set free by the appeals board. What 
about his case? 

I think that the appeals committee made the wrong 
decision. Geboers broke the rules and he should have 
been penalized for it. It is so easy to criticize the tech 
inspector or a flagman. A guy is doing a good job and 
the appeals committee feels sorry for the rider instead 
of looking at what the man did. He either broke the 
rule or he didn't. The man broke the rule. He knew it 
because a week or two before that a question came up 
on his swingarm bolt. He had a titanium swingarm 
bolt. The referee wasn't going to allow it, but after he 
checked the book. he found that there are no 
restrictions on swingarm bolts. So he went back to 
Geboers mechanic and told him that the swingarm was 
okay that only the axle had to be steel. So Geboers knew 
it. He also knew what he had because he had a steel 
nut welded on the outside to fool the magnet. It was a 
blatant violation of the rule. 

Then you had the nylon leather war. Don't you 
love it when the Europeans come to America? 
It seems like everytime Trans-AMA time comes we 
have plenty of problems. In this country nylon leathers 
are okay, but in Europe there is some controversy as to 
whether or not they are good enough to wear. The 
FIM says that you can't wear nylons unles they are 
approved. The FIM says in international races you 
must have leather and the Europeans come over and 
say that "They let us wear nylon at home." I don't 
know whether that is true or not, but when I was in 
Europe they wore leather because I demanded it. 

How much money did the AMA collect in fines 
this year? f 

We haven't totalled it all up yet because there are still 
quite a few guys who haven't paid. I expect our 
December and January totals to go quite high. Mostly 
we fine them for signing up for a race and not showing 
up or cancelling. What has been happening is that 
guys have been signing up for everything just to insure 
a starting position. This keeps a lot of riders who 
would show up from riding, and we wind up with 60 
instead of 80 riders. That is a $25 fine and it could go 
up next year. 

We fine some people for handing pit passes out. 
That is a violation of the rules. There have been fines 
for not having your medical card on you. We could get 
drastic on that and not allow the rider to ride, because 
you: must have the medical card. There have been ten 
dollar fines for leaving your AMA license somewhere 
and not bringing it with you. 

We had to fine Kent Howerton, Trey Jorski and Bob 
Harris at Texas Stadium for fighting. Howerton was 
advised that if it happened again it would be a $1,000 ` 
fine and indefinite suspension. These things happen in 
all sports when the adrenalin gets flowing. Howerton 
and Weinert had a little friction at the time, but 
Howerton waited until after the race when he should 
have been calmed down. 

This year is over, are you set for next year? 

We will be ready to roll again starting with the Florida 
Series in February. I'd like to thank all the riders, 
referees, scorers, promoters, corner-workers and 


everybody who had a hand in making 1976 the biggest 
year ever for AMA Professional motocross. They are 
not all paid a lot or thanked very often, but they are 
the people who make it possible. e. 1

t has been a long, hard grind since the opening rounds 

of the 1976 Florida Winter Series last February. Forty- 

| two races later we can look back on a long season and it 

all seems so clear, but 11 months ago Jimmy Weinert 

was without a ride, Bob Hannah was a local racer, Rich 

Eierstedt and Tommy Croft were rumored to be fired from 

Honda, Rick Burgett was a Support class rider from the 

North woods, Broc Glover sounded like a bauble in a bath- 

tub and countless others were unheard of, over-the-hill, or a couple 
vears away. 

Ihe winningest rider was Yamaha's Bob Hannah with six 
National wins, Semics and Weinert had three, Howerton took two, 
Danny LaPorte grabbed two and so did Pierre Karsmakers. Winning 
one National apiece were Steve Stackable, Tony DiStefano, Jim Ellis 
and Steve Wise. The most consistent riders for the National season 
were Team Suzuki's Tony DiStefano and Bob Hannah who both 
placed in the top three positions nine times. There were nine separate 
titles on the line in 1976; Florida Winter-Series 250 Champion — 
Tony DiStefano, Florida Winter-Series 500 Champion — Bob 
Hannah, Super Series Champion — Jim Weinert, Super Series 
Support class Champion — Rich Eierstedt, 125 National Champion 
— Bob Hannah, 250 National Champion — Tony DiStefano, 500 
National Champion — Kent Howerton, and Trans-AMA first 
American — Brad Lackey. 

In 1977 there will be three number one plates shared by Hannah, 
DiStefano, and Howerton. After that the total individual points are 
figured for all the classes and each rider is given a number from two 
to 99. Here is how the top ten riders got to be on the top: 
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rying to guess who's going to be with you this early in 

the season is akin to playing Russian roulette and 

allowing your worst enemy to load the gun. Nothing is 
certain, but if we were gamblers this is how we would play 
the National Motocross sweepstakes —

hen Bob Hannah signed with 

Yamaha at the beginning of the 

1976 season very few of the sea- 
soned pros took him seriously. They 
had seen too many Southern 
California hot-shoes come to the 
National circuit and fade in the long 
motos and strong pressure. Hurricane 
Hannah set their minds spinning when 
he went to the Florida Winter-Series 
and won the Open class title away 
from Steve Stackable. 

When the 125 National 
Championship started at Hangtown 
Hannah was mounted on a water- 
cooled Yamaha that blew two-time 
champ Marty Smith off the track, 
although the racing was tight. Bob's 
rapid pace continued as he won five of 
the eight Nationals and clinched the 
125 title in Houston on August 22. 

Former bicycle motocrosser Bob 
Hannah also won a 250 National and 
finished second in a 500 National. Bob 
was close to becoming the first man to 
ever win a National in all three classes, 
but fell short at the end of the season. 
In the final Trans-AMA round 
Hannah came back to win his first 
Trans-AMA ever.

The 250 Championship was not an 
especially good one for Kent, but when 
the riders switched to the big bikes 
Kent kicked it into over-drive and won 
the first two 500 Nationals of the year. 
Texan Kent Howerton then took a 
third and two seconds to clinch the 
title at the Battle of New Orleans in 
August. Kent's hot streak continued as 
he won the USGP Support class and 
the first round of the Trans-AMA in 
1976. Kent finished -off the season in 
Anaheim Stadium with a third. For 
the Rhinestone Cowboy and Team 
Husky it was a very good year.

ince winning the 
American Motorcy- 
clist Association (AMA) 
Grand National Cham- 
pionship in 1975, Gary Scott has 
been accused of throwing away 
his future by refusing to renew 
the Harley-Davidson factory ride 


that carried him to the championship; 
of claiming factory racing bikes out 
of spite and meanness; of maligning 
the most respected team manager in 
racing; of beating up his ex-mechanic; 
of carrying a loaded pistol at all times; 
and of participating in an AMA 
conspiracy to restart races when he 
wasn't doing as well as he wanted. 
Scott isn't surprised that his public 
image is murky at best. Among the 
published accusations and speculations 
surfacing after every race he 
participated in, readers find precious 
few quotes from Gary Scott. "If I had 
just based my opinion of Gary Scott on 
the articles that I have read, I would 
think that Gary Scott was a culprit," 
admits 24-year-old Scott. "Some of it is 
out and out lies. Of course, the 
journalists can't always get ahold of

me. Usually the stories come out a 
little different than it actually 
happened. Maybe that's because most 
of the magazines advertising comes 
from manufacturers and because 
spicing up the story makes it sound 
better. But when you get right down to 
it, I'm not doing anything that's crazy 
or out of place at all for trying to be a 
professional racer." 

The way privateer Scott tells it, 
every controversial thing he did, 
reported accurately or not, was done 
with one thing in mind — being 
competitive, and ultimately, of 
winning back the Number One plate 
he first earned riding for the Harley- 
Davidson factory.

Riding without factory backing, 
Scott almost pulled it off. He came 
within 22 points of beating Jay 
Springsteen — a young Hareley- 
Davidson factory racer — for the 
National Championship, and finished 
the 1976 season ranked second in the 
standings. He also beat long-time rival 
and Yamaha factory rider Kenny 
Roberts, who was Number One in 
1974 and 1973, and who finished 1976 
third. 

“J made more money riding for the 
factory in 1975,” says Scott, “and I 
knew I'd make less money and have to 

















do more work when I decided to start 
my own program and not sign with the 
factory for 1976. But I believed that 
even if I didn't get the Number One in 
1976, it could make the difference in 
me getting the Championship or 
Number Two in 1977. I know that 
over a three-year span I'll be in better 
shape both financially . and 
psychologically with my program 
versus what Harley-Davidson had to 
offer. I just didn't feel that they had 
the effort that I needed. 

"Equipment is one thing that 
entered into the decision, since 
Harley-Davidson didn’t have 
competitive road racing or short track 
efforts. But politics entered the 
picture, too. I felt that Dick O'Brien, 
the team manager, had it out for me, 
that he was almost resentful toward 
me. You just can't buck O'Brien 
because he's the boss of the whole 
program. You can't question anything 
— like complaining about the short 
trackers — if you want a secure job or 
income, without realizing the 
consequences. I certainly realized the 
consequences, and I was prepared to 
go another way when I came up 
against O’Brien during our 
negotiations for 1976, and that's 
exactly what I did. 

"One of the actual turning points 
for me with Dick O'Brien was at 
Talledega in 1974, on the 250cc road 
racer. The motor had seized on me in 
practice on Saturday. I had fallen off 
at the end of the front straightaway at 
about 90 miles per hour, was skinned

up from head to toe. I came back into 
the pits from the ambulance and the 
field hospital all bandaged up and 
with my feelings hurt a little, but I 
didn't feel that bad about crashing 
because the machine caused the 
accident. 





“O’Brien didn't take into con- 
sideration my feelings as a

"Falling off had torn the heels off 
both my boots. I was sitting in the pits 
the next morning putting on new 
boots, getting ready for practice, when 
O'Brien came up. He said for me to 
get out there and go fast because I 
chose my profession and that was the 
way it went. Which was true, but he 
didn't take into consideration my 
feelings as-a person, even though the 
bike had seized on me. He blamed me 
for not breaking in the bike properly. 

"So I went back out in practice and 
did three laps slowly, then started to 
speed up. At the end of the fourth lap 
the bike seized up at the exact same 
spot at the end of the straight, threw 
me cver the bars, broke my 
collarbone, and skinned me up over 
the places I had just skinned the day 
before. I came in and O’Brien 
wouldn't even speak to me. That's 
when I figured I'd do what I was being 
paid to do, but certainly nothing out 
of the goodness of my heart.

Tom Brooks wins 
the Silver Cup

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., DEC. 11-12 
Tom Brooks (400 KTM) led the 
race from the beginning to win 
DRA's $500 Silver Cup trophy, 
then repeated his performence 


the following day at the Rare Desert 
Scrambles. 

Brooks put an end. to Bob 
Balentine's winning streak after Bob 
had won three straight and retired the 
trophy. Balentine suffered a flat tire 
during this race. 

Silver Cup 

Though his engine loaded up 
slightly at the start, Brooks moved up 
to lead the race at the bomb. Behind 
him were Balentine (400 KTM), 
Morgan Malocco (400 Yam) and Tom 
Kelly (250 KTM). Brooks opened up 


about a 15-second lead over Balentine , 


by the end of the first 12-mile loop. 
Kelly got by Malocco quickly, and the 
top four were pretty well ahead of the 
rest. 

- When the course moved onto the 
second loop, a nine-mile circuit, 
Balentine's tire came up flat in the 
canyons. 

The second loop was run four 
times, making the race 48 miles long. 
Finishing his fourth loop and about to 
get the checkered flag, Brooks pulled 


in for gas about 30 feet from the 


finish. Tom had been expecing a white 
flag, and thought it a good idea to 








refuel since he hadn't seen one. DRA 
does not use one, but the gas insured 
that he made it the remainder of the ' 
way. 

The stop cut down the lead he had 
over Kelly, who topped the 250 class. 
Malocco, who has been finishing 
regularly for a change, took third. 
Mike Johnston (400 KTM) has gotten 
adjusted to his new bike and had an 
excellent ride, running fourth. 

Lee Wilson III (KTM) and Brad 
Henson (Yam) had a good battle going 
for first .small-bore, with Wilson 
moving from behind to catch Henson, 
the pair finishing fifth and sixth. 
Gordon Schmid (400 Yam) won the 
Senior class at ninth overall.

far behind, took second ahead of Chris 
Duncan (100 Yam). Robby Kennedy 
finished 10th overall and won the Mini 
class. Elva Earll (175 Yam) was first 
Beginner Powder Puff. 

Scott Ward (250 Hon), a winner the 
previous week, won the 250/Open 
Beginner race handily. Mike Frank 
(250 Suz) and Cory Bonham (250 
Yam) grabbed the next two spots. 
Lenny Hancock borrowed a 400 Mono 
and took his first class win at fourth. 
Roy Bonham (500 Yam) moved up 
from third to win the Senior Beginner 
contest. 

A close, race-long battle for the first 
three positions highlighted the 
250/Open Novice race. Rodney 
Roderick (250 Yam) led it all the way, 
but he was closely followed by. Tim 
Sloan and Rick Burrus, both on 400 
KTMs.

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Motorcycle Rider 
Education 


ince Assemblyman (now State Senator) Paul Carpenter’s 

motorcycle safety education bill died ‘in California’s 

legislature last year, things have been “‘iffy” at best for 

small, scattered groups of riders, parents and educators 
who are still dedicated to the premise that young lives can be saved 
by properly teaching kids (and adults, too) about motorcycles. 
This idea is not popular with motorcycle-haters like the heirarchy 
of the Watergate-based ‘‘Insurance Institute for Highway Safety” 
which repeatedly dredges up re-calculations of data obtained in 
1970 to “prove” that Rider Ed is ineffective. 

Paul Carpenter and a few other conscientious legislators 
promise to re-introduce a motorcycle education bill in the next 
session. In the meantime, a few standout “pilot” programs struggle 
along at the grassroots level. Here are two of these, notable for 
their contrasting approach to the teaching problem. 

One school utilizes mostly street bikes and bears down on street- 
riding skills needed to obtain a license. The other uses trials bikes 
and operates on the premise that the best teacher is a survivable 
encounter with total panic.

“Suttles and Cycles” at the ABC 
School 


George Suttles is a chunky, fortyish dynamo of a man whose enthusi- 
asm for his work borders on evangelism. A Phys. Ed teacher by trade, 
he was one of several educators who became involved in pilot (experi- 
mental) programs on motorcycle safety education in California, and 





The beginning rider course at ABC's adult school gets all ages from teen to 
old. Green as grass, they start out pushing their bikes, being pushed, and 
rolling around dead-engine to get confidence. Then they learn to start the 
bike, select first gear, feel the clutch with George sitting on the front 
wheel, and finally wobble off to their first solo. Before long, however, in a 
methodical step-by-step process, they are soon doing complex maneuvers; 
quick panic stops, quick-reaction tests in tight corners, and simulated city- 
street traffic. They will learn to brake in a corner, swerve quickly, ride pre- 
cisely. These photos illustrate just a few of the phases which Suttles takes 
them through, in and out of the classroom. With his kinky sweatshirt, his 


progressed through one of Motorcycle 
Safety Foundation’s keystone 
instructor courses, designed to create, 
from scratch, a hard core of trained 
motorcycle riding instructors out of a 
nearly empty vacuum. 

Allowed to continue, with pilot 
program funding, he soon built upon 
his training, developing his own 
workable approach to taking green 
non-riders and making competent 
bike handlers of them. For the past 
three years, he has been teaching 
motorcycle safety, motorcycle 
maintenance (without Zen) and 
motorcycle awareness‘on several levels 
at the ABC School District's Adult 
Education facility near Cerritos. 

His general tenacity has gotten him 
the long-term loan of a mixed bag of 
Hondas and Yamahas, the funds to 
build a locked storage shed for them, 
and a parking lot training range set up 
according to MSF and CHP specs. 
His “stable” of machinery ranges from 
Honda CB200s down to Yamaha 80s; 
dirt, dual purpose and street. 

The street bikes are his biggest 
headache, because when they're 
dropped, there’s more to break. “I 
tried to interest Honda in creating a 
‘training bike’ from a standard CB200, 
to sell to educators,” he told CN. “If 
you stripped the turn signals off, fitted 
plastic fenders, rubber mounted 





lights, moved the key to the center of 
the bars, changed some wiring, you'd 
have an inexpensive and durable 
trainer." 

But the Japanese firms can't 
perceive education as a mass market, 
and recent events haven't brightened 
the picture. As of December 1, George 
will have to terminate all “on-the- 
bike" phases of his programs. 
Governor Brown's distaste for the 
adult education system in California 
has finally filtered its way down to 
school system policy at George's level. 
The policy, in short, no money for 
motorcycle riding, or any other “frills” 
in the adult schools. 

The bitter irony, as George explains 
it, is that he can go "across the street" 
to the community colleges, and get 
funding to teach anything he wants. 
The kicker is, the state is charged $16 
per instructor hour by the community 
colleges, and only $10 per hour by the 
adult schools. Instead of saving the 
state money; the ban on Rider Ed in 
the adult schools simply shifts the 
classes into a more expensive system. 
And nearly all the Community colleges 
in Southern California are teaching 
some form of Rider Ed or«4mnotorcycle 
awareness. The student demand is 
there: 

"I can sell my program to a 
community college tomorrow; I can

Two styles of teaching vie for 








Trials at East Bakersfield High 


Most Rider Ed courses parallel Driver Ed. They take the student from 
classroom to highway by way of parking lot ranges with heavy em- 
phasis on traffic laws. This one is different. The teenagers enrolled in 
Coach Walt Napier's riding class seldom see pavement and never see 


traffic. They start from scratch on a 
brace of totally stock Honda TL125 
trials bikes, wobbling out across the 
football field on their first day, and 
working into progressively more 
difficult trials-type maneuvers. 

Napier says "Our philosophy is to 
teach 'em to ride first, and laws 
second." Considering the mind-set of 
most teenagers, that's probably quite 
alright with the kids, too. 

The whole program, entering its 
second year at East Bakersfield, is a 
living testament to the work of one 
man, Ron Sprayberry. Trials 
organizer and trials parent, Ron was 
the prime mover behind trials 
development in and around Kern 
County, architect of countless 
favorable land-use plans on public 


survival in 


lands in the area. Then he was stricken 
with lung cancer. For awhile it seemed 
that if the cancer didn't kill him, the 
treatment might. He had to quit 
riding, quit working, almost quit 
living for more than a year; but the 
one thing he held on to was a dream of 
trials riding being taught at the local 
high school where his boy Harold was 
a student. 

The fact that Ron was a parent 
opened doors that would have been 
slammed on anybody else. One by one 
he overcame the standard objections. 
Money? He arranged for the donation 
of the bikes. Noise? He demonstrated 
for all how quiet the little trials 
Hondas were. Insurance? He 
reminded them that as long as the 
machines were on campus, they were

covered by the school's regular liability 
policy for all athletics. He leaned on 
everybody from the principal on 
down. He won over the Dean of 
Curriculum, who had to give the final 
"Go." And he got Walt Napier, a P.E. 
instructor, to go through the 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation's core 
course for educators. Bikes, a 
qualified instructor, administration 
approval BINGO! The class was in 
business. 

Napier, who'd scarcely ridden 
before, now has a bike and is as 
enthusiastic as Ron. He says he hopes 
the concept of teaching trials riding 
will mushroom. "Nothing could have 
come about without the work of 
parents,” he adds. 

He takes a multi-racial, bi-lingual 
mixture of students, a potential 
powderkeg, has them riding a 
motorcycle for the first time in their 
lives, and has them accepting 
discipline readily (which for some of 
them is contary to all their past 
records). “The best discipline is taking 
the bikes away,” he explains. “I’ve only 
had to bench the class once .” 

As the class, boys and girls together, 
go through sections one by one, 
trading off bikes, helping each other 
set and replace markers, Napier 
muses, “If we could get this across the 
country, how many lives would we 
save?” 

He's not idly blue-skying. His 
present class knows throttle control, 
balance, and weight shift. They can 
ride a narrow teeter-totter and jump a 
small curb. They can hit a ditch at 
moderate speed and slide confidently 
on gravel. 

While Suttles had maintenance 
problems with street bikes dropped on 
parking lot asphalt, Napier's trials 
bikes are practically ding-free. It's not 
because they don't get dropped. It's 
because they're narrow, light and 
forgiving. The worst “mishap” we 
witnessed was one first-time rider, his 
second try on the bike, riding into one 
of the player’s benches because he 
forgot to squeeze the clutch to get fully 
stopped. You can miake horrible 
bloopers without hurting yourself or 
the equipment. 

As I take leave, Harold Sprayberry, 
who is an ATA Amateur and a part 
time teaching assistant to Napier, is 
demonstrating on the high-center 
obstacle with his Sherpa T while 
students take a few last cracks at off- 
camber turns before the period ends. 
When these kids do learn traffic laws, 
it will be frosting on their already well- 
developed riding skill.

"We'd take those road racers out 
and spend all the practice sessions 
fouling plugs or trying to start them. 
The stuff I rode in Italy for the factory 
test session was dynamite, but the guys 
over here just aren't up on them the 
way the Italians are. Before Laguna I 
tried to get them to take the road 
racers out and track test them trying to 
get them right. They wouldn't do it. 
At Laguna Seca in 1975 they were 
doing the same old things — popping 
out of gear in the tight stuff. We got to 
Ontario and they're still popping out 
gear and overheating, which is 
ridiculous for a big bucks factory 
effort. That's when I finally got to the 
point where I thought that if they 
didn't want to make a decent sort of 
effort, the hell with 'em. I've got better 
things to do." 

Bad feelings about machinery and 
the internal politics of the racing 
department aside, Scott's decision not 
to sign again with Harley-Davidson for 
1976 came after salary negotiations 
failed to go as he wished. Reports at 
the time had Scott demanding 
$100,000 for his reigning year as 
Number One, estimated to be what 
Kenny Roberts was paid by Yamaha 
for winning Number One the year 
before. 

“I was asking for less than half what 


Roberts was getting,” complains Scott , 


when asked about the contract talks. 
"I realized that Harley-Davidson 
doesn't sell anywhere near the number 
of motorcycles that Yamaha does. I 
didn't feel that I asked an outrageous 
sum. 


“They said they were too busy 


to pick me up, and airport is 
only ten minutes from the 
plant.” 


"I would have settled for $35,000 
and they wouldn't even give me that. I 
had gotten $28,000 in 1975, but had 
to pay all my own. expenses. They 
offered me $35,000, with me again 
paying my expenses. I asked for 
$50,000, which I thought was realistic 
and fair, because I knew they had a lot 
planned for me promotion-wise. They 
turned me down. So I came back with 
an offer that they give me $35,000 and 
expenses. Doing promotional work 
would cut back on the time I had 
available to transport my equipment 
and drive to the races, so I wanted to 
fly to some of the Nationals and have 
Harley-Davidson pick up the tab. I 
also wanted them to work more on the 
short trackers and road racers. I think 
my saying they weren’t any good hurt 
O'Brien's feelings. We didn't get 
beyond those obstacles. 

"I knew something was wrong when 
I flew up to Milwaukee and called the 
racing department from the airport. 
They said they were too busy to come 
pick me up, and the airport is only ten 
minutes from the plant. I almost got 
back on the plane and flew home, but 
knowing O'Brien's stubborn attitude I 
thought, well, I had comeup to talk to 
him about getting something worked 
out, and it wouldn't do me any good to 
get my feelings hurt and go back 
home. So I rented a car. I was at the 
racing department for half a day, and 
O'Brien. just walked around and stared 
at me once in awhile, hardly said 
anything to me. 

“Finally he said ‘Come on, let's go 
talk.' I thought it was a really poor way 
to try to sign me up or work anything 
out. He told me what he'd pay, I told 
him what I wanted, and that was all 
that happened. I made my counter 
proposal later on, and that was thrown 
out, too. I was really disappointed. I 
didn’t feel that they had seriously 





considered my proposals at all. 

"I knew that they were going to 
spend a lot of money promoting me, 
and that would have helped me a lot, 
too. But I've got to worry about racing 
as well. They could have said ‘We 
know we don't have a road racer and 
you'll miss Daytona, but we'll sure help 
you out in the other areas.' But they 
didn't. They just said "Take it or leave 
it or else get your butt the hell out of 
here.' So I drove my rental car back to 
the airport and got the hell out of 
there. 

"I waited around for themto contact 
me or for the deadline to pass. The 
deadline was in November, then they 
reset it in December. Finally, I called 
them up in late December and told 
them I couldn't do it, and started 
lining up my program for 1976. 


"^M I had to do it all over again, 
I'd do the same thing.” 


“If I had to do it all over again, I'd 
do the same thing. There's no doubt in 
my mind at all that I did the right 
thing for Gary Scott. Riding for a 
factory team may be the hot set up 
sometimes, and it certainly was for me 
in the past — that's where all the 
money was. But we may be in for a 
change with the different machinery 
being so specialized." 

When word of Scott's falling-out 
with Harley-Davidson became public, 
people couldn't believe it. Many wrote 
off Gary Scott as a serious contender 
for the National title in 1976. "So 
much for Gary Scott," said one 
reporter. 

*People were certainly surprised," 
says Scott. "I knew pretty much what 
was going to happen, what I could do. 
I figured I could be in the top three 
and have a chance at getting the title, 
and that's exactly what I did. I think 
people's attitudes toward me changed 
during the season. 

“The first part of the year I had 
fallen off and had a little tough luck, 
but even a factory rider can have 
tough luck. When things started 
coming together, some of the people 
started switching over to my side. But I 
think a lot of the racers wouldn't say 
anything for fear of Dick O'Brien and 
not getting any parts from Harley- 
Davidson if they associated with me. I 
felt that even some of the journalists 
started to realize after awhile that it 
was possible for me to do what I was 
trying to do, and that I was actually 
helping competition and racing. I’m 
not trying to do anything cray. I’m just 
trying to make some money and to be 
better than everybody else at a 
particular racetrack during a 
particular season. I just figured I 
wasn't going anywhere with Harley- 
Davidson with the attitude that 
O'Brien had for me, and that I might 
as well break away while I was still 
competitive and able to work with 
other people in the industry.

"But at first after I left Harley- 
Davidson it was tough. Image makes a 
difference, especially in the third or 
fourth year of your career when you 
realize how much the people are either 
for you or against you. It makes a 
difference on your opponents, too. If 
they know the people are behind you, 
it puts pressure on them. Plus there 
are sponsors to think of. You get really 
conscious of your image. It makes a 
difference in how you want to appear 
to the spectators, like when little kids 
come up and ask for autographs." 

The most controversial thing Gary 
Scott did during 1976 was claim 


eus — twice. aides AMA 
rules any rider in a race can claim any 
other riders motorcycle's engine for 
$3,500. Scott's first claim was of Rex 
Beauchamp's miler at San Jose in May.

“I was having trouble getting parts 
from Harley-Davidson through the 
dealers I was trying to work with. They 
hadn't built any XR750s for about a 
year and a half at that time, and there 
just weren't any good motorcycles for 
the mile that you could pick up. So, 
trying to be competitive and do a job 
for the rest of the year, I thought it 
would be best for me to claim a 
motorcycle early and take full 
advantage of buying the engine. I. 
needed the unit, and ended up using it 
for most of the rest of the year. It 
worked out real well. 

"I didn't want anything special from 
Harley-Davidson before I claimed that 
engine," explains Scott. "I just wanted 
the parts I needed to stay competitive. 
They just don't follow up with parts. It 
isn't just my problem — they don't get 
the parts out to the other non-factory 
racers, either. I don't think it should 
be narrowed down to three or four or 
five riders on the factory team having 
the parts they need to go racing and be 
competitive. The system is not meant 
to be that way, and I was certainly 
trying to work within the framework of 
the sanctioning body and the system 
for the Camel Pro Series. They have a 
claiming rule, I needed parts I 
couldn't get and it's as simple as that. 
If I don't have the parts, can't get the 
parts, FU continue to claim 
motorcycles. If a lot of people claimed 
motorcycles there wouldn't be this 
problem with parts availability. 





“If | can’t get the parts, l'Il con- 
tinue to claim motorcycles.” 


“There was a lot of bad reaction 
that day. My using the claiming rule 
was a pretty big shock to everyone. I 
thought it was wrong for factory riders 
Corky Keener and Greg Sassaman to 
put in  counter-claims with 
AMF/Harley-Davidson checks signed 
by Dick O'Brien. I could understand, 
but I still think it's wrong. The factory 
trying to hold up claims, protecting 
the good machinery from non-factory 
riders, that's not doing racing any 
good, and it's not doing the riders any 
good. Fortunately in the draw my 
name came up as the claimant of the 
machine. 

"It was something that needed to be 
done for a long, long time, and hadn't 
successfully been done before. I didn't 
do it to be an a------ or to hurt 
Harley-Davidson. But there was a lot 
of friction there for awhile, especially 
at Oklahoma City the next week. I felt 
real defensive and upset over the 
situation. I reached a point where I 
was actually questioning my 
participation in AMA racing, as far as 
being picked on at the time. I 
questioned being able to stay 
competitive or make money at 
racing. 1 felt bad about the whole 
deal. But after that it started to settle 
down. I think some of the people 
realized that I was just trying to be 
competitive. I was doing a pretty good 
job at the time, and that helped a lot, 
too. It wasn't like I was an also-ran 
looking for a magic factory 
motorcycle. 

"] was just trying to work within the 
system and the rules. If Harley- 
Davidson would just see that and make 
the needed parts available to the 
racers, then they wouldn't have to 











worry about claims. 

"I never was really worried abut 
anybody claiming. my motorcycle, 
although I carried $20,000 in cashier's 
checks in my briefcase during the 
season in case someone did claim my 
stuff, or in case parts weren't available 
to me. I know that at the Louisville 
Race of Champions a lot of individuals 
had checks with them. O'Brian had 
asked them to consider claiming my 
machine if I claimed one of his bikes. 
Then there would be quite a few 
claims against my machines. I don’t 
really know why they were doing it, 
unless they just wanted to give me a 
hard time. But I think most of the 
people knew I was just trying to be 
competitive." 


Scott had for three months con- 
sidered claiming Steve Baker's 
OW31. 


But as bad as Scott felt in the 
aftermath of the dirt track claim he 
made in May, he says he felt even 
worse at the Riverside Road Race 
at which he claimed Kenny Roberts’ 
01۷31 Yamaha  ultra-weapon. 
Knowing that he didn’t have the time 
or money to develop a road race effort 
to match the Yamaha factory's 
resources, Scott had for three months 
considered claiming Steve Baker's Bob 
Work-tuned OW31 at Riverside. He 
says that by the time he reached the 
track, he wasn't convinced that he 
should take the bike Baker had used to 
win at Loudon and Laguna Seca, 
because of the shadow the claim would 
throw on his tight points race with 
Roberts and Springsteen, to be 
decided a week later at the Ascot Half 
Mile. The $20,000 worth of cashier's 
checks was still in his briefcase. The 
trouble started with his Heat race the 
morning of October 3 . . . 

“I felt like I was the last guy on earth 
when I heard them start up my heat 
race and nobody had made the effort 
to come over from tech or from 
around the pits to tell me they were 
starting. The heat didn't start on 
schedule — it was late — and we were 
changing the wheel on my bike. I felt 
about two inches high, andthought 
"Well, maybe everybody is against 
me. 


“Well, maybe everybody is 
against me.” 


Scott rushed out to the grid, started 
after the field had waved off, and rode 
fast enough to catch back markers. 
When he got back into the pits, he 
learned that Kel Carruthers of Team 
Yamaha — in a bid for a points 
advantage — had ordered Skip 
Aksland to protest Scott's qualifying 
for the Main event by virtue of not 


Starting the heat race with the pack. 


“Walking back to the pits after 
racing very hard all year and missing 
the start of the heat race, I was very 
disappointed, It was the low point of 
the whole year. When I heard they 
were going to protest me after the 
effort that I had made, possibly 
causing me to lose my chance at the 
title, I thought ‘Well, the hell with 
‘em. I'll get Roberts’ motorcycle!” 

So, 29 minutes (the time limit is 30 
minutes) after the finish of the final 
race that saw Gary Scott start last and 
finish 11th, Scott claimed Roberts’ 
OW31 motor. 

"I claimed the bike with the idea 
that Pete Schick of Yamaha would 
come back with the possibility of 
withdrawing Aksland’s protest. I 
didn’t really want Roberts’ bike 
because of the stories that the claim 
would start. So I walked over there, 
but Schick never said anything.

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Kent Howerton’s motorcycle ‘was disappéaring. 
It had been in one piece earlier in the day; then, 
as we made several passes back and forth past 
the work stand in the back room of Husqvarna’s 
service center during the afternoon, it slowly, 
gradually just went away. 

It was Wednesday, October 27, only three 
days since Kent had finished 10-1 at the 
incredibly muddy St. Peters Trans-AMA. For Kent, the 
race had been a landmark in his career -- he'd won the 
second moto, beating five-time 500cc World Champion 
Roger DeCoster in what was to go down as one of the 
most trying events in American motocross history. 

“I wanted to show Roger that Americans are better 
riders. . ." the happy Texan had said afterwards. Then 
he'd.hopped a jet and flown back to San Antonio to 
relax a bit and prepare himself for the next event at 
Dallas on the following Sunday. 

Kent had done his job. And he'd done it extremely 
well. But for his mechanic Eric Crippa, the work had just 
begun. 

"Sometimes, it takes a day; other times it's a three 
and a half day job," Eric replied when asked how much 
time he puts into the bike each week. “Mud weeks are 
definitely more work than dry weeks." That week in 
October was a three and a halfer. And that's why Kent's 
bike had disappeared. 

On the floor were a set of wheels; on the bench was a 
nearly standard 360CR motor; the forks stood alone in a 
corner; the frame was nowhere in sight. 

“Well Eric, you've finally done it," somebody 
wisecracked, “It’s disappeared completely! It's gone!” 

Eric looked up, his concentration momentarily 
interrupted, and grinned that familiar 
courteous-yet-disinterested grin that he offers when he'd 
really rather not make small talk, and returned to the 
job at hand. 


Like other motocross mechanics who spend their lives 
in team truck cabs, backroom workshops and Holiday 
Inn rooms, Eric has seen his enthusiasm wear thin. This 
year’s race schedule has tied him to the unrelenting, 
repetitious bike/truck/motel cycle from the day the new 
machines arrived in February until the last race in 
December. 

“I live in an eight-by-ten storage compartment in San 
Diego," he stated in summation of his homelife, then 
turned to a friend nearby and asked facetiously, “It’s 
still there isn't it? San Diego? It hasn't fallen into the 
ocean or anything?" 

With Husqvarna centralized in Antioch, Tennessee, and 
with the majority of the AMA professional motocross 
races in the eastern U.S., the dark haired Californian sees 
no reason to maintain a house or apartment he'd never 
use. 7 

And next year's motocross schedule is even more 
demanding than the one for 1976. 

“It’s a joke,” Eric said without even the token smile. 
“In Europe, motocross is a seasonal sport. Here, it’s 
year-round! I think they should put more emphasis on 
the Nationals. I don’t have the exact answer to the 
problem, but they’ve got to slow the pace somehow. It’s 
ridiculous, the way it is now.” 

By ‘this time he’d gone through the motor, 
disassembling it entirely piece by piece, checking and 
replacing parts where necessary, and he went to retrieve 
the frame from where it was drying out of the way on 
top of a cabinet. He had stripped it completely, hand 
sanded it, and applied a new coat of silver paint. The 
magician was preparing to make a championship winning 
Husqvarna appear again from its presently disintegrated 
state. 


The 1976 year has been both good and bad for the 
Howerton/Crippa duo. It had begun badly as they 
experienced a frustrating spring trying to prepare the 
new motorcycle. - 

“Two weeks from the end of the 250 series we finally 
started getting it all dialed in -- carburetor and shocks — 
and then Kent started doing well,” Eric recalled. “There 
was a bunch of factory stuff on the bike, and that’s what 
we couldn't get to work. We'd raced stock bikes the year 
before, and they worked -- we had them figured out." 

Howerton's AMA 500cc National MX Championship 
winning machine is a product of stock Husqvarna 
equipment and the know-how of Eric Crippa at making 
it all work together. Only the front forks survived the

"They've worked well, and we haven't had one 
problem with them all year," Eric said of the front 
suspension units. The forks have leading axle magnesium 
sliders, feature nine and one-half inches travel and are 
made by Husqvarna. The only other change from stock 
parts on the front end is the use of Sun, or sometimes 
D.I.D. rims. 

Eric put his port grinding knowledge to work on a 
standard 360CR top end, and aside from the reworked 
ports and a Mikuni carb, the motor remains basically 
stock. A reed cage from the 360 Automatic is used to 
adapt the 38mm motocross Mikuni. (The motocross 
version has a brass slide; the road racing version's slide is 
aluminum.) è 

Eric added a few gussets to strengthen the frame to 
withstand the stress exerted by long travel suspension 
when the machine is ridden at championship winning 
speeds. It’s otherwise a stock frame; the geometry is 
unchanged. 

Fox Airshox, two-stage air units, give Kent ten or ten 
and one-half inches of rear wheel travel to play with. 
They've been using them since that day in May when 
they finally got the machine working right. 

The pipe, like almost everything else on the 
motorcycle, is à modified Husqvarna part. A twenty 
millimeter section has been added to the 360CR head 
pipe at the point where it joins the chamber. 


By this point in our conversation, Eric had the wheels 
back on, the motor in the frame, the airbox and seat in 
place, and was working at making the pipe fit on over a 
new exhaust port flange. 

“Carbon build up,” he muttered under his breath after 
several attempts at making the head pipe slide on over 
the flange. He cleared it, and we continued talking. 

Eric hasn’t always been a tuner; he rode competitively 
several years ago. He was working for Don Vesco at the 
time, and enjoyed a sponsorship through Vesco and 
Sachs. In 1971 he was Number One in the District 38 
125cc class. 

Back when the great titanium rush was on, he was a 
rider in the Pro-Fab titanium Yamaha project for Pete 
Wilkins and Tom Kelsey. 

“We'd just gotten it dialed in when the AMA outlawed 
titanium,” Eric shrugged. 

He did tuning work for local MXers out of his garage 
for a while, mostly on what he knew best: the 125cc 
Sachs engine. Then he heard from Husky, and his 
present career began. 

“Gunnar Lindstrom gave me a call and I said ‘Well, I’ve 
got nothing better to do - Go for it!’” Eric recalled with 
a laugh. He started as Bob Grossi’s mechanic, then after 
Bob got hurt, he switched over to tune for Gary Semics. 
It was another injury that finally put him to work on 
Kent Howerton’s machinery. Gary had been injured in a 
practice get-off on the day before the 1974 Honda Hills 
Trans-AMA, and as Eric put it, “There was Kent, a 
Support class rider.” They’ve been a team ever since. 

Eric received a toolbox at the end of the 1976 500cc 
series with the following words engraved in a gold plaque 
mounted on the front of it: 


1976 National 500cc Motocross Championship 

Rider: Kent Howerton 

Mechanic: Eric Crippa 
To Eric from Team Husqvarna with sincere appreciation 
for his patience, his skill and the limitless dedication it 
took to bring home a champion. 

Husqvarna Motorcycle Company 
September 21, 1976 


Eni Crippa hasn't really decided where he’s going. 
He'd like to go to Europe to wrench for a GP rider, 
perhaps Kent, and there are no doubt a thousand and 
one things that his hectic year-round job have forced 
him to postpone.

Ken had just won the First 
Senior Heavyweight prize at So.Cal.'s 
Turkey Chase on November 14. An 
addict. 

Originally the club wanted to hold 
the race af Wasatch Mountain State 
Park, but didn't succeed in getting 
permission from the state DOT to use 
the roads, even though they would 
have been closed to traffic by then.

"Later they offered to withdraw the 
protest, but by then it was too late. 
There was a bunch of people standing 
around pointing fingers, and feelings 
were hurt. So I thought, what the hell, 
I can use the motor and be that much 
farther along for Daytona." 

Scott offered to trade the motor 
back for an OWS31 frame, but was 
turned down by Yamaha 
representative Carruthers, who offered.

"I'm not above getting my feelings 
hurt,” Scott says of the incident.“There 
was a bunch of people around and 
about three or four between 
Carruthers and me and he starts 
calling me an a------ and a son of a 
b---- and a b------ .

Nobody else 
would make him be quiet so instead of 
starting a fight by hitting him in the 
face I reached over and hit him in the 
shoulder — almost a shove — just to 
get his attention. It did. He shut up." 


` “I'm not above getting my feel- 
ings hurt.” 


The season ended the next week, 
but the rumors and accusations didn’t. 
Letters to Cycle News accused Scott of 
conspiracy with AMA officials to rig 
race restarts when Scott wasn’t doing 
as well as he wanted. 

“They're just bitching because I was 
getting back up after falling and doing 
a good job,” says Scott. “Most people, 
after falling on a mile track, are hurt 
or else just not that good of a racer to 
get back up and do it again. As far as 
the restarts there is no question in 
anybody's mind that what the AMA 
did was right. I fell off at Indy early in 
the race when everybody was still 
together. The groove where everybody 
was running not more than four feet 
from the haybales where I was laying. 
I jumped up instinctively — which 
made a lot of people think I was OK — 
but I almost fell back down. I had to 
sit down on the haybales. Some racers 
say you should just lay there, but with 
my competitive spirit I think that if 
you just lay there that's almost 
admitting defeat. So I jumped back up 
to show I wasn't going to stay down for 
a ten-count. I was dazed, and at that 
point of the turn— the apex — if 
anybody had got in trouble, it would 
have been a disaster. They would have 
plowed into me or my machine. It was 
a hazard, so the race had to be 
restarted. 





^| couldn't stand there in front 
of all those people and let him 
spank my hands.” 





"At Albuquerque I had broken 
through the fence and they had to call 
the ambulance on me, so they had to 
stop the race. People think it isn't fair, 
but I was just lucky on it. I didn't plan 
any of it. The machine wasn't hurt too 
terribly bad so I could get back into 
the race. I have a lot of respect for my 
equipment — it gets me on the 
racetrack. When I fall off I won’t just 
throw it away — I try to get off as easy 
as I can. When you're going fast and 
being competitive you're always going 
to get bitched about." 

Another story was that Scott carried 
a loaded pistol in case of serious 
disputes with competitors over claims. 
"I certainly don't carry any gun in 
my briefcase. I don't have any reason 





to,” exclaims Scott. “I don't think I 
have any threats or anybody who's out 
to get me because I think that people 
know that I'm just trying to be 
competitive. If I was trying.to give 
everybody a bad time, I could do a lot 
better job than carrying around a gun 
in my briefcase.” 


“When you ‘re being competi- 
tive, you're always going to get 
bitched about." 


Scott's relationship with Bill 
Werner, his tuner in 1975 and now Jay 
Springsteen's tuner, deteriorated to 
hurled insults and thrown fists during 
1976. 

"I can't defend myself all the time 
and make excuses for what I do," Gary 
Scott says. "But as far as Bill Werner 
and I go, Bill Werner's an a------ - He 
thinks his way is right all the time, 
even if he's lying. I didn't really get 
along with Bill when we were working 
together, but I was getting paid to do a 


job. He was my mechanic and so I 


worked with him, but I don't think 
much of him as a person. I'd rather 
had three good friends than ten I can't 
trust. With Bill, if you work with him 
you're OK, and if you don't you're a 
bad guy. 

"When you feel everybody is down 
on you, you just have to get on top of it 
and fight back. That's what the whole 
deal is about, trying to run consistently 
the whole year and beating them at 
their own game. 

"Werner was in a bar I was in and 
kept starting to talk when I was in the 
middle of telling a joke or something. 
So I let him have it.” 

In spite of problems with 
Springsteen's tuner (Werner), Scott 
respects Springsteen. "I knew 
Springsteen was a good miler and half 
miler, but he did an excellent job in 
the short track and TT races, which 
surprised me. He did a better job in 
those events than I expected, which 
probably made the difference for 
him." 

Looking back at 1976, his year as 
the privateer who bucked the 
factories, and looking forward’ to 
1977, Scott is confident. 


^| think Harley-Davidson lucked 
out." 


"I had to prove that I could put 
together a program this year that 
could compete on a factory level, and I 
did it. I think Harley-Davidson lucked 
out in getting the Championship. 
Springsteen came along and is young 
and jazzed and unaffected. by any of 
their politics. He won seven races, 
which is something in itself. But next 
year Springsteen is going to have more 
responsibility than he's ever had, 
which I don't think he's ready for. 
Without winning as many races as he 
did this year, I don't think he's going 
to be in the hunt, with Roberts and me 
competitive in the road races. 

"I've got some time on my program 
now, and I've got some goals — to bein 
the top three, and to be competitive in 
road races and short tracks, the only 
types of events I haven't won. I'm 
going to concentrate on that. 

"TII have the strongest program I've 
ever had, with Harley-Davidsons for 
the bigger oval tracks; a Yamaha 
TT500 for indoor TTs; a Triumph for 
outside TTs; my Yamaha road racer; 
and an Ossa short tracker. My 
program will be as good as anybody's 
as far as equipment for trying to 
obtain the National title or retain it or 
whatever. 

"I'm really looking forward to it. I 
wish Houston was coming up next 
week. One way or the other, I'm going 
to be competitive." e.

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A 72- mile ride to see two old ghosts 


inthedesert. 
By Donald E. L. Betsworth 


n its heyday Bodie was a Sodom and Gomorrah type town. 
It's a quiet place now, a State Historic Park since 1962. On 
weekends and in the summer months the air is filled with the 
sounds of children and the oh's and ah's of adults, a far cry 


from the gunshots, the din from the 
saloons, the voices of the miners, mule 
skinners, con men and the ladies of the 
evening. 

The town of Bodie was named after 
William S. Body (Bodey). It was 
founded in 1859 and has been nearly 
obliterated three times — once in 1878 
almost 30 feet of snow fell, twice by 
disastrous fires, 1892 and the one that 
finally did Bodie in, June 23, 1932. 

About 1880 the town had reached 
its peak with 13,000 calling this God- 
forsaken place home. Through the 
years over 90 million dollars worth of 
gold and silver were extracted from 
the mines of Bodie. In 1878 there were 
47 saloons, six cafes, one newspaper, 
four barber shops, three doctors, a 
postoffice, two daily stage lines, and 
15 houses of ill fame. 

Aurora, the other ghost town, is 
even more quiet. Eighteen miles 
northeast of Bodie it is now just a 
jumble of widely scattered buildings. 
On a day when Bodie will be visited by 
1000 people, Aurora may see only ten. 
Aurora was thought to be in 
California, so in March of 1861 it 
became the seat of Mono County. But 
Nevada also claimed it as the seat of 
Esmeralda County. This dispute lasted 
for about three years (a normal 
bureaucratic mess). A boundary 
survey was completed and the error 
discovered in 1864. The town of 
Bridgeport became the seat of Mono 
County, California, and Nevada 
received the pink slip on Aurora. 

Mark Twain once lived (mostly in a 
saloon) in this booming town and 
almost owned a gold mine in the early 
1860’s with a buddy named Cal 
Higbie. They did not file on the claim 
as each had thought the other had 


done the required paperwork. The 
claim later became known -as the 
“Johnson Chamber” — a minor 
bonanza. Twain just missed becoming 
a millionaire. 


Aurora boomed for only about four 
years from 1860 to 1864, and then a 
minor one from 1913 to 1917. Unlike 
Bodie whose wealth lay deep, Aurora’s 
was all on the top. On the Del Monte 
claim a shaft went down only 500 feet, 
but so much water flowed in that even 
the largest pump could not keep it dry 
enough for the miners to work. Many 
of the Bodie mines had the same 
problem, and to see the area today with 
its barren hills and sagebrush, one 
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would hardly believe there was so 
much water underground. 

You can drive your family car to 
Bodie on 12 miles of good dirt road. 
Its usually very dusty and in some 
spots a little washboardy. The road 
from Bodie to Aurora should be used 
only by pickups and fourwheelers, and 
of course all roads can be run on a 
bike. This section is signed “Use at 
your own risk." 

Try and visualize making this trip in 
a-four horse stage or a freight wagon 
loaded with 12 tons of equipment 
drawn by 12 to 16 mules. The skinners 
must have really been tough to have 
made this trip, summer and winter, 
with temperatures ranging from 30 





below zero to 120 degrees above. 
Remember, the wagons or stages had 
no trick suspension, knobby tires, or 
the other goodies we are used to on our 
scooters. 

Our ride started (well almost) on 
Friday the 13th; we should have 
known better than to start for Bodie 
on the bad luck day. Leaving 
Mammoth Lakes at seven a.m. in 
beautiful weather, we arrived by truck 
at highways 395 and 167 (on some 
maps it's 31). Three miles out I found 
the dirt road we wanted, but overshot 
it. Making a U turn, I was almost 
around when the shoulder, which was 
pure pumice and no bottom, 
disappeared from under the truck. 












The way lies up this canyon road. 


The second try at Bodie and Aurora 
had to wait until the 16th. The other 
two days were rained out; and above 
9000 feet, snow fell. Getting down to 
the actual ride, you leave Highway 395 
and go east on 167 or 31 for three 
miles. Now look for a good dirt road 
on the left side. Park your truck here, 
gas up, and go north under the power 
line to the next good road. This will be 
an X intersection and on the northwest 
corner there is a sign reading "Not a 
through street." Turn right and follow 
this road east for 4.7 miles. This will 
be Bridgeport Canyon. If you come to 
a large sign advertising Hawthorne, 
Nevada gambling you have gone one 
quarter mile too far. Along this 
graded track is the ruins of Hector 
Station, an old stage stop. The road 
you have been riding is the historic 
stage route from Bodie. S 

Start up the canyon, mainly on a 
two track road but pretty smooth. You 
climb slightly then drop and after 6.4 
miles yu come to the North Road or 
Bridgeport Road, depending on which 
map you use or person you talk to. 
Take a right and head east again, 
mostly up hill for 9.1 miles and finally 
Bodie comes into view. Take your own 
eats as they sell no food or drink unless 
you drink only water and can digest 
picture postcards. 

Back on the bikes and now we head 


for Aurora, some 18 miles distant. It's _ 


practically all down hill for the next 
13.1 miles, just keep following Bodie 
Creek. A few miles out of town you will 
pass the ruins of the famous Syndicate 
Mill and an old rock dam on the right 
side. Then you pass the remnants of 
the Toll House. It's so close to the road 
you think you are going to ride right 
through it. At about six miles you cross 
. into Nevada. There is no sign, but out 
here who really cares. 
Three more miles, you will come to 
a building on the right side under the 
power line. This is Del Monte. There is 
a road going east, but do not take it 
as it dead ends up the canyon due to a 
landslide, washout, and a very leaky 
spring. Some maps still show it going 
up to Aurora. Tain't so. We tried it 
from the Aurora end and were only 
able to get down 1.3 miles. 


Continuing north, soon you come to 
a well marked junction with a sign 
showing the way. Turn right and 
proceed up the canyon. At about four 
miles a fork appears, go right again, 
up the hill then down just a hair. This 
is Aurora. 

It is amazing the places people will 
build just to try and get rich. At this 
point you have ridden 38.3 miles. We 
took three hours and 20 minutes, 
about 12 miles per hour. Not very fast 
but we had stopped for picture taking. 

After lunch, ten minutes of general 
sloth, and a chat with two bike riders

The everpresent Kawasaki Z-1 was 
chosen first for the ease of obtaining 
one (a phone call to Kawasaki Motors 
PR department snagged one for the 
duration of the comparison), and 
second for the availability of 
aftermarket cast wheels. 

Preparation for the comparison 
included; slightly lower handlebars, 
Koni shocks for the rear, SAE 30 
Torco fork oil for the forks, a new 
Subaki self-lubing chain, and Lester 
cast wheels. As a back up bike, we 
brought along Mike Kilgore’s Box- 
Stock Production racer Kawasaki. 
Mike's Z-1 is set up almost exactly like 
the loaner from Kawasaki Motor 
Corporation. 

NOTE: 

We chose the Subaki Self-lubing 
chain and the Lester cast wheels for a 
combination of easy maintenance, and 
for consistency among all of the tires 
compared. Both Denny Berg and I 
agreed that the Lester wheels really 
made a major difference in how each 
set of tires felt. More road feel is 
transmitted through the cast. wheels. 
This allows the riders to get a better 
idea of the plus and minuses of each of 
the 19 different tires compared. 


The tires 

Yokohama's newest offering in the 
high performance field. are the 
Roadflash 988 and 989 tires. Both tires 
carry a V speed rating. While the 
400V18 rear tire is a patterned tire, 
the 325V19 front tire is novel in that it 
carries a rib design in the center and a 
pattern tread on the outside edges. On 
both. the front and the rear tires, 
Yokohama has incorporated design 
features that are supposed to keep 
chain and/or motor oil off the tread 
face. ^ 

Continental supplied us with what 
they refer to as the "Conti twins." The 
K112 is a 510H18 patterned type rear 
tire. The sales brochure that 
accompanied the tires indicated that 
the rear should be used with a 300D 
rim. The 325H19 RB2 front tire is 
similar in design features to the

The comparison — a rationale 


1 his super tire comparison consists of three separate test phases. 
The first phase is racetrack analysis; the second is wet/dry skid- 
pad testing and braking comparisons; and the third is mileage 
potential and general/overall conclusions. 


Rather than a giant collection of super technical facts and figures, I opted for 
information that "everyman" can hopefully relate to his particular brand of 
motorcycle and riding. I have tried to boil down the data collected into figures that 


will make the comparison easier to follow. 


In the first part of the comparison, Denny Berg (Co-owner of Rickey Racer) and 
I took the Rickey Racer Van, two motorcycles, 19 tires and various test equipment 
out to Willow Springs Raceway in Rosemond, California. For those of you not 
familiar with Willow, the track includes an almost constant radius uphill turn, a 
couple of up and down hill medium speed turns, and for good measure a couple of 
very fast and very bumpy corners. John McLaughlin calls Willow Springs the most 
abrasive roadrace track he has ever ridden on. 

We spent two days gathering and comparing data on the tire wear, hardness, and 
comparative lap times of the 19 different tires. It turned out to be a form of sensory 
overload. Intial riders' impressions varied, but the back-to-back lap times for both 
the riders and the tires really told a story. Learning to relate the way a tire felt out 
on the track to the way the rubber was flaking, smearing or peeling proved to be a 
slow process. Even harder to understand was the correlation between the way a tire 
felt and the kind of lap times the tire was consistently capable of turning. Some tires 
just felt fast, others really were fast. Other tires got so much traction that they. put a 
trenfendous strain on the motorcycle chassis. In some cases, the true potential of the 
tires could never be explored because of the chassis limits. 

Each pair (front and rear) of tires were measured for tread depth, pressure and 
hardness before the three lap break-in runs. After the initial break-in period, the 
tires were run for five timed laps by each rider. Before and after each of the five-lap 
timed runs, the tires were again measured for tire pressure, hardness, and tread 


wear. 


Yokohama 988. The center of the tire 
is made up of four ribs, with the sides 
or edges of the tire having two separate 
block patterns. Continental has gone 
to a great deal of trouble on the 
510H18 K112 rear tire to make sure 
that each of the individual. tread 
blocks are braced against tread 
squirm. 

France was represented by the 
Michelin M45 H & V rated tires. The 
425V18 rear tire has the stiffest carcass 
of all of the tires that we compared. 
That stiffness made the tire harder to 
install on the rim, but it also makes the 
tire more secure in the event of a 
sudden loss of air. The 350H19 front 
tire has the same block tread design as 





the rear, but the biggest difference 
between the two is the speed rating 
and the number of plies used in the 
construction of the tires. 

The Avon Roadrunner tires that 


we used were a 470H18, a 425H18 and : 


a 410H19. We opted to test two 
different rear tires from Avon because 
both are readily available in this 
country, and potentially the size 
difference would offer (or should 
offer) some noticeable handling 
differences. The Avon Roadrunner 
tires are similar in tread design to the 
ever-popular Dunlop K81, but are 
more U-shaped than V-shaped. 

The Goodyear HP and GT tires 
are at first glance very similar. Closer 


inspection reveals that the ML90-19 
front GT has both a rib and a 
patterned type of tread while the 
ML85-19 HP front has a slightly 
different aspect ratio and a pattern 
tread. The MR85-18 (475-18) HP and 
MN90-18 (425-18) GT vary both in the 
aspect ratio and the basic size of the 
tires. Goodyear advertises the HPs as 
having a "Parabolic Tread Contour." 
Both the. GT. and the HP series tires 
(rear) share a common pattern for the 
tread design. 

From Italy we tested the Prrelli 
Supersport MT18. Both are V shaped 
and carry the same basic tread pattern 
on the 470H18 and the 3251119 6 
tires. The 470H18 rear tire has been 
available on the American market for 
the past couple of years. The matching 
325H19 front tire has just recently 
found its way to American shores. 

'The Dunlop K91 series tires are 
England's latest in the high 
performance field. Dunlop promotes 
the fact that these tires are direct 
descendants of the KR91 endurance 
racing tires. The 425VB18 rear and 
the 410V19 front tires are a pretty 
radical departure from Dunlop’s 
accepted "trigonic" design tires. 
Neither of these tires has the 
traditional V shape. Nor do these tires 
have any major amount of shoulder 
where the tread ends and the sidewall 
begins. 

Last but far from least, we included 
the Dunlop K81 TT100 in 425/85H18 
rear and 410H19 front sizes. Dunlop 
refers to the K81 as a triangular low 
profile. “The familiar V-shape and 
tread pattern have become a standard 
for production racers and racer-road 
types nationwide.

A word o£ thanks 


Without the cooperation of the participating tire 
companies, this comparison would never have gotten off 
the ground. A special note of thanks to Gary Bryson from 
Goodyear, the entire crew at RICKEY RACER in 
Pomona, and to Karen Pebley our statistician. 


Pirelli: The 470 MT18 Pirelli has a combination of 
medium hardness and a very broad tread face when 
leaned over. The big Pirelli seemed to be the most easily 
controlled when the tire was sliding. Lots of warning 
when the limits are reached. The 470 size rear tire also 
offers the advantage of a bit more ground clearance 
because of its larger diameter. Unfortunately the smaller 
front tire really limits how effective the set might be on a 
motorcycle. A 325H19 isn't enough for a 530+ pound 
bike. Under hard braking the bike hunts back and forth, 
using up most of the available road, The small front tire 
also seems prone to premature lockup. Steering and 
stability when the bike was really pushed hard was 
excellent, but again the lap times were hindered by the 
poor braking capabilities of the front tire. If Pirelli were 
to offer a 400 or 410 size front tire I'm sure these 
deficiencies would disappear. 

Avon: The 470 rear tire is so tall that the motorcycle feels 
precarious or imbalanced, like it wants to fall off of its 
perch. Once you get/the knack, it's not bad. The 410 
front tire showed only 496 wear on the edge of the tread 
while capturing the second fastest lap times. The front 
tire felt extremely secure under hard braking. The broad 
contact patch made the motorcycle steer a little bit 
heavier, but not at all unacceptably. The 425 rear tire 
worked the best of the two as witnessed by the lap times. 
This combination felt secure whether the suspension was 
unladen or heavily taxed. No surprises, a very 
predictable, neutral set of tires 

Continental: I was really disappointed. I think a major 
portion of the rear tire’s lack of performance was in the 
rim width. We were forced to use a 2.15 rim rather than 
the 300D that Continental recommends. On top of that, I 
don’t think either of these tires warmed up enough to 
start working properly. The tread blocks are so well 
braced, that there is next to no tread squirm. Hence, 
there is little heat build-up. The pressure never varied 
during the testing of these tires, another indication that 
they never got up to temperature, Both the front and rear 
seemed to reach the limits of adhesion rather quickly 
compared to the others. Both tires are well mannered and 
predictable. When pushed past the limits of good sense, 
the motorcycle understeered rather severely. Braking was 
good, but not exceptional. 


Yokohama: Seat of the pants told me that these tires were 
working well, but the lap times were disappointing. The 
wear percentage for the rear center, rear edge and the 
front edge gave mea clue to what was happening. The 
smear of rubber across the tread faces of both tires also 
helped to confirm my suspicions. Both tires are too small 
for a motorcycle the size of a Z-1. I submit that these 
same tires on a 350 or 500 would be a hell of a 
combination. They are super predictable. Up to the 
limits of the contact patches there's super traction and an 
excellent feel for what the tires are doing under extreme 
condition. I would be interested in comparing a 460V18 
and a 350 or 400V19 size set. 


Michelin: A very strange set of tires. We chose to run the 
Michelins at a much lower pressure than the others. The 


„Michelin Distributor (Hamer & Jones) had told me prior 


to the test that 23-24 pounds would work best on the Z-1. 
Boy did it work! The Michelins worked so well that we ran 
into severe problems with the cbassis. Straight line 
braking is absolutely ferocious, as is the hook-up or bite 
coming out of a corner full-throttle. On the minus side, 
the tires get so much traction during the transition that 
the chassis is incapable of going where pointed. The best 
way I could get the test bike around Willow was to run 
up to a corner and flop it over as quickly as possible, thus 
avoiding the transitions as much as peme After just 
one lap with these tires on the test bike, our fearless test 
rider D. Berg returned to the pits wondering if perhaps 
something like the swingarm hadn't broken. 


Dunlop K91: Quite a combination. Almost as fast as the 
K81's, but more precise in highspeed steering, and more 
stable during the transitions. The front tire reminds me 
of the Dunlop roadracing front tires. A very distinct rib 
design with tread halfway to the edge of the rim. Very 
controllable under hard braking. Lots of warning when 
braking while leaned over. The rear feels a bit stiff in the 
carcass. This is compounded by a center tread design that 
doesn't have any breaks in the tread face that might allow 
the rubber to squirm some under loading. The net result 
is a tire that not only feels stiff, but really does ride stiff. 
Downhill braking seems to put the biggest strain on the 
rear tire. While the front is working hard, the rear tire is 
chattering and hopping about. Rear center tire wear 
seems to bear this out. The K91 had only 596 tread wear 
in the center, while the same center tread on the K81 
wore 2596. 


Goodyear HP: This combination of tires felt very twitchy 
or wiggly on our test bike. The transitional stages were 
unnerving. Once the bike was on the pipes, the tires felt 
predictable; anywhere else they felt very strange, as if the 
front and the rear were headed in two different 
directions. The front HP had a tendency to hunt back 
and forth across the road under hard braking. Braking 
when the bike was in the transition stages was virtually 
uncontrollable. The slow but violent front to rear 
undulation is pretty strange. On the plus side, I might 
mention that when your fearless (?) test riders did manage 
to get all the way over, the traction was excellent. I 
know, DuHamel doesn't seem to have any problems with 
these tires. 


Goodyear GT: My notes read: Very safe, steady feeling 
at high speed! Excellent braking control. Very 
predictable when accelerating hard out of the slower 
corners. The big Z-1 was almost neutral when driven past 
the limits of adhesion with the GT tires mounted. 
Understeer could be dialed in with less throttle, oversteer 
with more throttle. Really easy to play hero racer with 
these tires. About the only thing not to my liking was the 
amount of deflection in the 2-ply front tire. Large 
chuckholes and bumps caused the tire to move back and 
forth on the rim thus numbing steering precision. 


Dunlop K81: A very rapid almost hassle-free 
combination. Very solid when heeled over in a turn. 
These tires really made the motorcycle feel secure at or 
past the limits of traction. The 410 and 425 combination 
is just about neutral, with the (sane) rider finding trailing 
throttle oversteer to be the normal reaction to improper 
entrance speeds. The main weakness in the K8ls is the 
small contact patch when traveling in a straight line. 
Straight up and down braking finds the rear tire 
chattering and hopping a bit, while downhill braking 
finds it barely manageable. Transistion when the 
suspension is lightly loaded is another area that the K81s 
are less than perfect when stacking them up against the 
competition. 


Conclusions (o: lack of) 


We decided that the big loser thus far was the 6.75- 
16.5 General Jet-air Jumbo van tire that failed 30 miles 
(and $50) from the Willow Springs test track. 

The Avon tires surprised both the test riders and the 
statisticians that helped with the test. The problems 
encountered in testing the Michelin and Goodyear HP 
tires shouldn't be construed as problems with the tires 
themselves, rather as problems in coming up with a 
suitable test vehicle for this type of comparison. 

I think that I am going to reserve my conclusions for ` 
when: all of the three segments of the comparison are 
finished. e

from San Francisco we started back. 
Just retrace the same route back to 
Bodie. If you can, take the time and 
tour the town; it’s well worth it. 

Continue your ride from Bodie, 
leave the parking lot and at the 
entrance fork, go left, (you come in on 
the other road). This will take you up 
the hill for about a mile then down 
Cottonwood Canyon for ten miles. As 
the road levels out you will pass Goat 
Ranch; it’s been here since about 
1870. Keep going west, the road 
coming up from the south goes down 
to the paved highway and will cause 
you five miles of asphalt riding. The 
views along here of Mono Lake, the 
Sierras, and the clear blue sky are well 
worth the distance, the dust and 
sometimes the heat. Continue west, 
and five miles will put you back to 
your rig. The weather was super for 
riding. We had to use jackets even 
though it was mid-August. It can hit 
well over 100 degrees one day and rain 
or snow the next. So go prepared. 

We had an excellent ride, the bikes 
ran super except mine. It has 
developed a very annoying “clunk” in 
the forks. Too much washboard road 
or something has gone south. We 
jetted down a tad, but I'm not really 
sure this was necessary, as you start at 
6700 feet, go up to 8372 at Bodie, 
down to 6200, then back up to 7600 at 
Aurora. I received 46.7 miles per

gallon on my 185 and my son squeezed 
out 29.6 on his 360. Total mileage 
round trip was approximately 72.5, 
the average between our two 
odometers. 

If you are a map freak like I am and 
use them on rides the ones that will be 
the most helpful are the following: 
Geological Survey Maps (Topo Maps) 
15 minute series; Bodie, California; 
Trench Canyon, California-Nevada; 
and Aurora, Nevada-California. The 
USFS map of the Toiyabe National 
Forest (Alpine, West Walker, and 
Bridgeport Districts), was very useful. 

Please remember when making a 
visit to these old historic places, leave 
only tire tracks and take only pictures 
and memories. e
